Stressing the necessity for such 
work, he explained that, while the 
Boy Scouts, the Y. M. C. A. and 
kindred organizations were doing 
useful work, they do not reach the 
type of boys who most need out­ 
side Interest and attention.

eumetances, lands in the juvenile 
home, as a rule could not afford to 
Join the Boy Scouts, he observed.

any country or people or purposely provoke war.
